national under the facts and conditions set forth therein. ‘We need not again

"s1on finds that thls claimant comes w1thin the - terms of the _rxg decision,
‘that‘ he was an American national at the requisite times' that _'hl' has been
the owner of 200 shares of stock in the Cia° Azucarera Atlantica del Golfo '
since prior to August 6, l960° and that he suffered a loss in the -

amount of £6,811.20 within the meaning of Title Vof the Act. Further»,'
the Commission finds‘that the amount'of lo g8 sustained shall be increased by -
interest thereon at thc rate of 6% per annum’ Irom August 6, 1960 the date of
wJloss, to the date on which prov1sions ‘are made for the settlement thereof,‘.
